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Report. 

To the Shareholders of the Cm-iboo Quarts 
^Mining Comfawj, Lhnittd:- — 

T]io Eoanl of Directors hog to submit 
tho following report: 

Tluit thoy wore elected to ollico in Nov- 
ember 1877. 

Tliat their prcdeccssora, after sonio pre- 
liminary prospecting on all tho Conipany'a 
claims,- liad at lost decided to prospect and 
thoroughly tost tho Compaiiy's claim on the 
Bonanzjv lode. Thetunnol already in ICO 
feet w.-xs tliorefore continued until tlio 
lodo was crossed. In crossing tlio lodo 
from tho foot wall to tho niiddlo of tho 
lodge a considerable amount of voiy rich 
Bulphurot rock was found on the east sido 
of .the drift. A drift was therefore start- 
ed in that direction, and toward tho huge 
mass or' blow, from which tho lodo takes 
its name. This was continued a distance 
of 40 feet and from 12 to 14 feet in width. 
Tho appearance of tho rock in this drift 
was not so favoiu-ablc as when tho ledgo 
was first crossed, tho paying ore being 
confined to narrow stringers of rich sal- 
phurets. 

Tho good ore not being in suflicieiit 
quantity to yield a prolit, the Board deem- 
ed it advisable to continue prospecting by 
sinking a shaft on tho lode. A shaft nix. 
feet by eight and well timbered was thcro- 
vfbra;sunk, 68 feot in dcptli, at the bottom 
of which the ledge was ci-oss-cut, exposing 
a body of ore 22 feet in width. This 
shaft was sunk at a great expense in coii- 
scquonco of tliore bonig considerable water 
which had to be hoisted by hand. Tliu 
charaeter of the ledgo improved greatly ns 
greater depth was obtained, the lodo be- 
coming more solid and settled and tho 
graphite disappearing. The ridi sulphur- 
etic stringers decreased in number, the 
sulphureta being much moro generally 
disseminated throughout tho whole of tho 
ledge, giving on assay a greatly increased 
average, and, in some cases, specimens 
were obtained of great richness, there be- 
ing a stratum of sulpliurets on tho foot 
wall assaying as higli as $153 to tlie ton. 

Tho manner of sinking and hoisting by 
hand being found too expensive, it was 
dotcrniined to cease work in tho shaft, 
and run a tunnel to intersect tho lodtjc im- 
mediately below. Tlii.s tunnel would 
have given a depth on the ledge of 
165 feet, and was continued a distance of 
80 feet. Unfortunately, while this work 
was progressing, tho workmen in the Am- 
erican claim ot the B. C. iM. & M. Co. 
in the course of a similar tunnel, struck 
r an .extremely hard belt of rock, 240 feet 
' from the mouth of tho tunnel. Your dir- 
ectors were therefore of opinion, after 
consultation, that tlie tunnel intended to 
be run \vould have to be through the same 
belt. Tliey tliorefore came to tho con- 
clusion that it would in tho end be cheap- 
er as well as a more expeditious manner 
of prospecting tho lode to erect hoisting 
jnachineiy, and sink a shaft from tho sur- 
face. With this object in view tho en- 
gine formerly belonging to the Point Com- 
pany of Van Winkle was bought on very 

■ favourable terms. 

■ "* At this time, while your directors were 
deliberating on the location and means of 
sinking on tho lodo, occurred the crisis in 

, quartz mining that resulted so (JiBostrousIy 
•for'tho'countiy. A general financial panic 
took place, in tho midst of whicli, tho 
Board felt it would 1)0 u.9elo33 and unju.it 
to assess thoirshareholdersfor tho amount 
required to carry on thegreat andnoccssair 
work. Caroful eatimatea of the ooat 
of sinking wore made by tho Board, 
showing that it wbuld require a 
sum of ?3000 per month'to carry on the 
work vigorously. Tliis would necessitate 
an assessment of 20 cents every two 
months, the shortest time in whicli an as- 
sessment can bo levied and collected. 
Such assessments as this levied while the 
depression existed resulting from a finan- 
cial and mining panic would have ci^usod 
a largo number of shares to become de- 
linquent and would have virtually "frnzou 
out" the body of small sharoholdern. 
This contingency your directors were moat 
ahxibus'tq avoid. Thoy therefore sought 
tha co-^bperation of tho other companies 
owning. claims on the Bonanza lode, and 
thoy;xore,invitod to assist in sinking a 
shaft on equitable terms. Tho directors 
aro left to assume that the proposal to co- 
operate did not meet the views of the 
other companies as no ate^js have been 
takeii'by-tnem to that end. 

'While the matter ot co-operation was 
under consideration your Board thought 
it best to do a small amount of work on 
tho Company's Crown Point and Ophir 
claims, some attention Laving been dircct- 
,ed to that locality by tho olTorta of a 
;.inoighb6ring company. A drain 120 feot 
lopg'^yas therefore run to tho shaft, the 
shaft cleaned out and a drift 70 feot 'in 
length run from it. In this drift 20 feet 
from tho main shaft a shaft was sunk in 
the ledgo 7 feet on veiy fair rock. On tho 
Ophir a cut has been made 80 foot in 
length, 16 feet deep at the further end in- 
tersecting a good ledge. The Board re- 
gret that so far this prospecting has boon 
barren of result othortlian obtaining some 
very rich freo gt)ld speciniens, theso in 
thomsolvos being of a sufficiently encour- 
aging nature to warrant further work at 
Bomo future time. 

For the purpose of liolding the claim a 
small ainount of work wa.s dono on tho 
^tbadman, tho ledgo being cross-cut show- 
ing a well-defined vein 14 feet wido. 
^ " An Act of P.irliamont having been paBs- 
ed empowering tho Government to ad- 
vance to the Company §15,000 for the 
, erection of a 10-stamp mill. Your diroc- 
topj inv'May last invited the principal 
foundries in San Francisco to tender ■ for 
its construction and delivery on board 
ship. Tho contract was awurded to Monari.

Tho mill has boon for- 
warded i\a for as Yale, but owing to tho 
latoneasot the season tho Board did not 
deemi it advisablo to bring it further, but 
to await tho oponincr of Spring and a revi- 
val of tho interest folt in qi:artz mining. 

Tlio Board having been informed by a 
coinpetont authority that tho rock would 
need burning and that a furnace construct- 
ed on tho principle of a continuous lime- 
kiln^>rpula destroy the -Jiasp ,inipitter ,con-" 
tainod in'tKo'rbck erected a small furnace 
contiguous to the test mill. This, so far 
as attaining tho desired result is concern- 
ed, is an absolute failure. Further en- 
quiry on the part of tho Board shows that 
tho proper method of extracting tho pre- 
cious niotals will be by concentration and 
roasting tho concentrations in a reverber- 
atory funiaco. This furnace although ex- 
pensive in construction will, it is lieliev- 
ed, give tho best return. 

An application w.as received by the 
Board from tlio Directors of tho Quos- 
nollo Quartz Mining Co. for tho loan of 
f.vo stamps to bo erected at tho mine of 
tho Quesnollo Co. Your directors having 
in view tho benefits to bo derived from 
tho continued prosecution of quartz min- 
iug, and not needing tho mill thomaelvca 
for this winter, acceded to tho request of 
tho din.'cturs of tho Quesnollo Co., stipu- 
lating for tile delivery in Yale on tho 1st 
of May nest of tho exact duplicate of tho 
machinery lent and takint; good and sulli- 
cient bonds for tho fulfilment of this 
agreornont. 

Within tho past year special general 
nteotings have authorized the increase of 
tho Company's capital and tho separation 
of tho Steadman mine from tho remainder 
of tho Conipany'a property and tho for- 
mation of another joint .itock company to 
work it, a apociiil Act of Parliament being 
necessary for the latter. The Board havo 
not thought it desirable at present to in- 
cur the oxpenso involved in carrymg out 
tho provisions of these resolutions, a mat- 
ter that thoy feel sure will moot with tho 
approval of their shareholders. 

A communication was received from a 
shareholder now resident in London in 
wliich tlto opinion was expressed that ar- 
rangements could bo made for the sale of 
tho whole or part of the Company's pro- 
perly. As tliia is a matter that must bo 
dealt with by a general meeting and the 
individual shareholders your directors can- 
not too strongly urge upon you tho expo- 
diency of divising some plan by which 
after separation of tho Steadman all or a 
HuHicient majority' of tho Company's shares 
may be placed in the hands of some per- 
son to be disposed of as directed in order 
that tho valuable property of the Compa- 
ny may bo developed more speedily and 
vigorously than ia within tho power of 
any of the existing body of shareholders. 

Your directors in handing in tho bal- 
ance sheet for the jiast year cannot cluse 
their report without referring to a fact 
that should be patent to every sharehold- 
er: 111 the inception and prosecution of 
new enterprises niuoh of the work is of 
an espcrimertal character. This is more 
particularly tho case in opening now mines 
in comparatively new countries. The 
Company own several mines believed to be 
valuable. The Board were naturally anx- 
ious to open and develop tho one moat 
likely to give a speedy return to tlie share- 
holders. Prospecting has therefore been 
dono in several places and experiments 
inado to ascertain tho best means of ex- 
tracting the gold from tlie rock. In the 
future the Board would recommend con- 
fining the Company's work to some one 
mine as they aro quite satisfied thatawell 
sustained, continued eilbrt on either tho 
Bonanza or Steadman mines will bo pro- 
ductive of good results to the Company. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

Tlio EducatloiLal Report. 



ViCTouiA, Feb. 2Uh, 1879. 

Editor Coloxist: — You deserve the 
thanks of the public for the very able 
remarks which appeared in your issue of 
Saturday last on the report of the Su- 
perintendent of Education. Your con- 
temporary, in reviewing the same re- 
port, has nothing to bring out iu its fa- 
vor except its freedom from grammat- 
ical en'ors — certainly a very great 
point in its favor. Now, will the 
Standard point out with any truth one 
paragraph of good, sound, common 
sense. It is all very well for a man to 
sit in his office and write on a subject 
of which ho knows very little about. 
Mr. McKenzie may bo a very good 
tcacher;,bui>:lie.is not the man; to su- 
perintend the education department. 

By what right doois he carry on or 
run the education machine liimself in 
not only doing his own work, but as- 
sumingtliatof thoBoard of Educ.ationas 
well? Ho is not only doing an illegal 
not, but ho publicly brands the mem- 
bers of the late board witli the crimes 
of fraud, treachery and everything else. 
Is ho aware that those gentlemen are 
men of as high social standing ns any 
in the province, and one of them (Mr. 
A. E. Robertson, of whom every lover 
of free education has just cause to bo 
proud) was the first to bring into opera- 
tion our free school system. It will 
take more than JVIr. 'McKenzie's spite- 
ful paragraph to make the people think 
as ho (McKenzie) does of the late 
board. 

Now, what has our Superintendent 
being doing since he took office. Has 
it taken him five or six months to 
write a report? I think it will be found 
that all the material required for that 
report was all made ready by his pre- 
decessor before he left otKce. Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie has sat in his chair of office at 
James Bdy, and "never oiice visited a 
single district school outside of Vic- 
toria — consequently any information 
he gives the House now must bo all 
from hearsay. He therefore knows 
nothing from personal observation of 
.tbe.wants of the districts, and it also 
shows his shallowness in his advocacy 
of a local tax without first abolishing 
the present school tax. Let him take 
Mr. Jessop for example. That gentle- 
man loved his profession and worked 
hard for the interest of our free school 
system. He would vnot sit with hia 
legs around his office' stove and issue 
mandates to teachers and trustees to 
forward statistics, etc., to his office, 
when he knew it was hi.s place to go 
and get them for himself. Every 
child in the Province knew him and he 
■knew'.'them, and they always longed 

"for his coming; but, unfortunately, 
Mr. Jessop could not "lecture" to suit 
the friends of the Walkem & Co., and 
so he had to make room for a gentle- 
man with a handle to his name, who 
won't give the public a chance to hear 

; and judge, of , his abilities as a lecturer. 
Let him come out and show himself, 
or is ho waiting until the 0. P. E. E. 
is built so that he can takeapalaco car 
to himself and travel in state to all the 
disti^lctel CiTi/.EN. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EGYPT. 

London, Feb. 20. — A correspondent 
at Cairo says : — A shot fired by one 
of the mob on Tuesday passed close to 
the Khedive. A gi-eat piessuro is be- 
ing used to induce Wilson to remain in 
office. M. de Blignieres awaits advice 
of tho French government. A dispatch 
from Alexander says the officers threat- 
en a general revolt if their comrades 
are not released. Tho minister of war 
has resigned. It is said that Cherif 
Pasha, an old Turk, will succeed Nubar 
Pasha at the head of the ministry. -;' 



BUEMAH. 

Calcutta, Feb. 20. — A report from 
Slandalay asserts that the king of Bur- 
mah murdered all tho royal princes and 
their entire families, and replaced new 
ministers with those formerly in office, 
thus restoring a despotic government. 

OALODTTAi. Feb.s 21.j— Further intelli- 
gence from Mandalay states that great 
consternation prevails" in consequence 
of tho royal murders. Tho victims 
number 86. Details of tho massacre 
arc reported as horrible. British in- 
terference is hoped for by the people 
to prevent more bloodshed. 



A Very Wl4o Difforonco. 

Victoria, B.C., Feb. 21. 
Editou Colonist: — I wish to correct 
a. statement made in a report of a de- 
bate in the Legislative Assembly upon 
the "Prison Discipline Bill," which aj)- 
peared in the /Standard of the 20th 
• inst., and which contains the folio wing re- 
marks: "It was thought the clause 
contained too much power in tlie hands 
cf the Superintendent, who might u-se 
it for tho purpose of harnussing his sub- 
ordinates. But he (Mr. H.) found that 
jinften Mr. Pemhevtan was Superintendent 
or Warden of tJie Gaol ho had the same 
power conferred by clause -1, and had 
exercised it." This is a mistake. I 
never xvas Superintendent or Warden of 
■■■ the Gaol. I appointed officers to fill 
that situation ; they resided in the gaol, 
and I held them responsible for the 
maintenance' of order and. discipline. 
It was the duty of tho Superintendent 
to inform candidates for situations in 
the force what the regulations of the 
service were, and tlicy wei-c appointed 
on the condition that they conformed 
;f^to^,those regulations. The Superinten- 
dent reported to me as Commissioner 
of Police any breaches of discipline. I 
investigated the charges and punished 
the offisndersby reducing them in rank, 
or by the imposilion of small fines; hut 
I did not arrogantly assuiiio jiowcr to 
imprison the men. I never occupied 
the unenviable position of being ac- 
cuser, judge and jury in the same 
cause. A. F. Pembekton,

EUEOPE. 
London, Feb. 21. — John Maltb^-, a 
merchant of Mincing Lane, has failed. 
Liabilities, .£58,000. Also, Bartruin, 
Prettymau and Mumford, merchants, 
liabilities unknown; Bamuel Bains, an 
auctioneer of Manchester, liabilities, 
£56,000; A. Dodson, woollen manufac- 
turer, Imnerleitheii, Scotland, liabili- 
ties .£60,000; Bryden woollen manu- 
facturers, Selkirk, Scotland, liabilities, 
.£50,000. 

London, Feb. 20. — Tlie Ameer of 
Afghanistan, it is said, is still on Af- 
ghan territory at Khulm or Kashkur- 
gan, south of the Oxus. 

Berlin, Feb. 20. — In view of the 
indifference shown by ministers to the 
arrest of Deputies Fritzsche and Has- 
selman, great indignation was express- 
ed that the inferior police agent should 
be thus able to aflront the I'eichstag. 
Tho debate in the reichstag, however, 
was calm. The principal speech was 
that of Laskev, who charged the pre- 
fect of police with acting in opposition 
to tho emperor. He said that the em- 
peror, having summoned all members 
of tho reichstag without exception to 
the ceremonies, it M-as the duty of the 
deputies, Fritzsche and Hasselman, to 
obey him; but the police now ask for 
sanction for proceedings against them, 
apparently for responding to the em- 
peror's summons. The resolutions op- 
posing their arrest were signed by 83 
deputies, mostly national liberals. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Feb. 20.— Wm.. H. 
M. Smallman, who brought suit against 
John W. Mackey recently, charging 
him with seducing Mrs. Smallman, and 
demanding §200,000 damages, has to- 
day instructed his attorneys to with- 
draw the suit and also a suit he had 
filed for divorce from his wife. 

Chinamen state that two of their 
countrymen were drowned on the El 
Capitan yesterday. It is the only loss 
of life known.

London, Fob. 21.— A lirivjito letter 
from Sir Garnet Wolseley, Governor 
of Cyprus, has been received. The fa- 
mous British general says that he has 
much anxiety as to tho future of the 
Zidu difficulty. England is involved 
in a life and death struggle. This race 
is the most warlike in South Africa. It 
numbers 200,000, and can bring 10,- 
000 well armed, well drilled ancl ad- 
mirably disciplined warriors into the 
field, and it will require a largo force 
of regular troops to subdue them. Tlie 
struggle will bo severe. A friend of 
Sir Garnet Wolsely says that the rein- 
forcements being sent out aro cruully 
inadequate. The ministers are evi- 
dently thinking of the expense as well 
as .safety of the Capo and the .honor of 
the country. Should the Zulu natives 
Bottlod in Natal and tho native forces 
rise, they aro suflicicnt to sweep the 
iSriti.sh .soldiers and whites into the 
sen. Keinforcements arc sailing daily 
amidst enthusiastic dcmonstration.s, the 
Queen giving audiences to tho general 
olficers. "When last heard from, tho 
^ulus wei'e preparing a grand combined 
attack with all their forces. There 
was thrilling anxiety throughout the 
colony, especially as the Zulu king was 
sending emissaries to other native pow- 
ers urging them not to lose this oppor- 
tuuitjj^^tojslaughter eveiy ;W,hite man in 
South'XfficbL ' TKe-TOlbhists'aro'armed 
to a man, and are prepared, in the last 
emergency, to protect their homes un- 
der direction of the military authori- 
tiea. There is no doubt hero about 
the final victoiy, but gi-ave fears are 
still entertained of what may happen 
before the reinforcements arrive.

Tho adjourned debate on this question 
•was'jloid*6ror; tUl--Miv- ■Drammond, the 
mover of the amendment, should bo pre 
sent. 

DrLLS OF .SAI.K. 

This Bill was road a tliird timo and 
passed. 

RENT.S ANli 1)I.STRKS.SK.S BILL. 

■ The Houso then went into Conunittee, 
witli Mr. Bennett in the chair. 

A clause was inserted as section 12, de- 
fining tho meaning of penalties. 

Schedule A was amoadod to read : 
Costs and Charges on Distresses for llents 
and Penalties. 

Levying distresses under §100, .§1.50; 
over §100 nnd under §300, $1.75; over 
9300, §2; man keeping possession, per 
diem, §2; appraisoinout, whether b}' one 
appraiser or more — two cents in tho dol- 
lar on the value of tho goods; catalogues, 
sale and commission and delivery of 
goods, on tho net produce of the sale; on 
sums under §100, 10 cents on the dollar; 
pvor?lQ0 and under §300, 8 cents on the 
dollar) *bver ?300, 6 cents oii the dollar. 

Hon. Mr. AValkem wished that clause 
4 should bo reconsidered, as lie thought 
it was a good clauso and one now in force. 

Mr. Smithe objected, as it was giving 
an unlimited power to tho Justice of the 
Peace, who might imprison a man for tho 
natural term of his life. He thought tho 

Eorio'd of imprisonment should certainly 
limited. 

Hon. Mr. Walkein said an English 
statute informed him that tho clause was 
tho law of the land. The costs in the bill 
were small and the clause would protect 
decent riien from being fleeced. Unless 
tho clauso be reinserted thore would bo 
no punishment for the oftbiuling bailifl'. 

Mr. Smithe wished to know what was 
tho use of lakirig-uj) tho time of tho Houso 
by passing the act when it was already in 
, force/ . 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the clause was 
almost word for word the samo as the 
English statute, but nuulc applic.iblo to 
the Province. 

Mr. Smithu .said the world had moved 
forward since tho passing of tho Act in 
1817 and the Act was now obsolete. The 
system of imprisoning for debt was en- 
tirely out of date and he did not think a 
majority could bo found in the House to 
pass such a clause. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said the clauso 
was simply to check e.xtortion. 

Mr. Williams said lio was not in favor 
of imprisoning any one for debt. 

Mr. Evans could not see why the clause 
ahovUd be struck out, for it was only right 
that' if ' a bailiff offended he should be 
punished. 

Mr. Mara said ho did not see why the 
Province should adopt a clauso because it 
happened to be embodied in an Act pass- 
ed in England in 1817. Surely that could 
Jjp no reason, for it was well known that 
not so many years ago a man was hanged 
fop stealing a sheep. Tliis clause was 
notjiing more or loss than imprisoning a 
man for debt and was giving far too much 
power to any Justice of tlio Peace. If 
any one should bo respoii.'jiblo it should 
bo tho landlord, and then ho would take 
care that lie appointed proper and com- 
petent; persona. 

Hon, Mr. Walkem said that this clause 
was in tho statutes pasaod in Ontario in 
1877. 

Mr. Ash contended that clause 4 was 
the pith of the bill and had been astonish- 
ed at tho Attorney-General wishing yes- 
terday to have it struck out. This -was 
not tho time to ro-insert llio clause; the 
bill must first bo recoinmitted, 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho had made no 
motion to have tho clauso re-inserted. 
All he had done was to ask the committee 
to' reconsider tho clauso. 

Mr. Smitho considered tliat tho clauso 
sliould bo dealt ivith tliove and tlien and 
thought that tlio clausi^ aliQuld bo iiiseptod 
s^^ clause Thfl jjpst plfiii )io consifiertjd 
wpiild bo to make the landlord the re- 
sponsible person and not to give a Justice 
of tho Peace pbfirer to send a man to gaol 
fop such tiriio aa he ipight thinjj fit, 

Tlie committee tfien rose and asked 
Jeavo to sit again. 

Leave granted for Wodnosday. 

ADJOUKNED DEDATE ON THE SUSTENANCE 
ALLOWANCE. 

Moved by Mr. Evans, that tho House 
do tajje into consideration tho report of 
iheiBolect Cominitteo appointed to nscer- 
tairi "How and in what manner tho pay- 
ment of 8750, as sustenance allowance to 
tho Gold Commissioner at Cossiar, was 
madol" Vide tho resolution of the House, 
dated 5th February, 1879. 

Mr. McGillivray moved, in amend- 
ment, to strike out in tho first lino the 
words "do take into consideration," and 
to insert in lieu thereof tho word "adopt." 

Mr. Drummond moved, in amendment

Dr. Ash — What is tho resolution? 

Mr. Speaker read tho resolution and 
amendments. 

Dr. Ash was astonished at tho course 
proposed to bo adopted. TIio House 
could not delegate its powers to tho Gov- 
oniment. An existing Government could 
not proceed against a preceding Govern- 
ment or any single member of such Gov- 
ernment. The HouBO, if ■ it thought fit, 
inight impeach a member or membora of 
R Government, in :^hich case the peroon 



or persons impeached would bo called to 
the bar of the House and have perruissiou

Mr. Mara — It is contrary to parliainion- 
tary practice to have two amondments at 
once before tho Houso. 

Mr.'Drummond — It is an auiouduient 
to an amendment. 

Mr. Smithe quoted No. 142 of tho rules 
of the English Houso of Commons and a 
decision of Mr. Speaker Lefevro in sup- 
port of Mr. Mara. 

ilr- Speaker decided tlie amendment 
in order, put the question, Shall it pass? 
and declared it carried. 

Mr. Speaker then a.sked if the amended 
amendment should pass. 

Mr. Smithe — Put the question in the 
usual form, Mr. Speaker, if you please— 
Shall tho words proposed to bo struck out 
stand part of the question? 

Mr. Speaker — Snail the words proposed 
to bo struck out stand part of tho ques- 
tion? 

Members on both sides voted "aj-o" 
and the Speaker declared it carried amid 
laughter and applause from the Opposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Speaker tried to explain to Guvern- 
mont members the putpprfc of the ques- 
tion and the result of the vote. 

Mr. Humphreys advised tho Speaker 
not to bo misled by tho leader of tlio Op- 
position.

Mr, Vernon said that a change with 
respect to the proper representation of the 
people in the Provincial Lcgislatuvo was 
acknowledged to be iniiicratively noccs- 
sai-y and ho believed tlie bill now lioforo 
tho Houso was tho best and moat, equi- 
table that could i>ossibly bo framed v. ith- 
out inoroashig the number of mcmbors. 
The claims of Cassiaf to bo ■represented 
were beyond question and tliose of Nanai- 
mo to additional reprosuntation were ad- 
mitted by ovoryono. Tlic bill passed last 
session by the Government was not a 
measure to grant a member to Ca.s.siar 
except under very exceptional circuni- 
stancos, for so long as both tho represen- 
tatives lived or did not voluntarily resign 
so long would Cassiar remain unrepre- 
sented. He thought tho foundation of 
responsible government was to liavo a 
proper representation in tlio Logi.slaturo 
of tlie various industries and intoi-cst.s. 
No ono could say tliat tho prcient Hoii.so 
was a just reflection of public opinion. Hu 
wished to point out to hon. moinber.s re- 
presenting constituencies id a di.stauco 
from Victoriatho evils that would horoaftor 
arise from. concentrating too largo a power 
in tho Imnds of thiscitj', The hon. gon- 
tloinan then showed that the 4 nieinbors 
from tho city, with 2 from the district and 
2 from Esquimau, (8 in all) wore two- 
thirds of tho representation of the Island 
and one-third of tho entiro Provincu in 
tho Legislature, all coiitorod within a fow 
miles of A''ictoria. Witli respect to the ro- 
lativo merits of Esquimalt and Cowichan 
he did not think there could bo any com- 
parison. By tho last voters' list Esqui- 
malt had only some 45 electors more than 
Como.\ and some 50 less than Cowichan, 
the revenue from the latter placo being a 
very large sum in excess of that derived 
from Esquimalf;. The hon. gentleman 
then pointed o ut the largo agricultural rc- 
sourcog of Oowichan, and what tliey would 
become in the future when tlio 20-iiiilG 
belt was removed; also, tlio viiluablu coal 
interests as yet uiidovolopcd and tlio largo 
area of land in tlio district !\t pvQsont 
lying idle, Tiio lion, gentleman tlien ol- 
luded to the valuo of the fishing interests 
upon the islands in Cowichan District, 
and then referred to tho value i.f tlio 
timber in that section and tho s.iwmills 
there already in opoi'ution. With respect 
to Kootenay the hon. gcntloniaii ineiitioii- 
ed, in defence of tho bill before the 
Houso, that although there were 28 voters 
on tho last list ha had been Informed on 
undoubted authorlfcy that there were now 
only some 12 or 15, at tho most, register- 
ed voters in Kootenay. At tho time 
Kootenay was allowed tvi'o raprosonta- 
tivca tho mines of Big Bend wore sup- 
porting about 1,000 persons, whereas now 
the placo was deserted, Kootenay liad bo- 
come depopulated liko Pmjnof'a. I{a pftst 
(nnjortaucp way no iirgumsntfovreprescn- 
tiilion uiulur its present circumstances, 
with scarcely any population, costing the 
Province three or four times tho iiniount 
gf the revenue rocolvodaxd with virtually 
no interostB to rapreaent. Benponsible 
Government is not carried out with a 
House constituted as tho present, which 
cannot possibly be a rel!e:( of public 
opinion. Mr. Vernon then said that tliis 
measure was not brought forv.-ard to em- 
barass tlie Government in any way and 
trusted hon. member^ would ' view it in 
that light and give it their support, fie 
fqlt certain that the Government would 
gain ground if they adopted it, for al- 
though thoy might imagine that hereafter 
constituencies would bo lost to tliein that 
supported thorn now, tho public at 
large would judge tlioiu by tlie general 
tenor of policy pursued whilst in ofUco. 
It might bo urged that the tijjie waa inop' 
portuno to bring such a measure forward, 
bnt ho believed in keeping tho lamps lit 
and tho House prepared for tho time 
when it did como (hear, hear.) 

Mr, Walkem — The hon, gentleman 
says ho did not intend to cmbarass the 
Government, but ho has no right to in- 
troduce such a bill, S'ich i. duty is re- 
served for tho Govornnient by constitu- 
tional practice. He called upon jNIr. 
Speaker to rule it out of order. 

Mr. Smitho roao to speak, but tho 
Attornoy-General interrupted and called 
upon tho Speaker to give his ruling first. 

Mr. Speaker — I rule it out of order. 
My prcdocossor, Mr, Trimble, made a 
similar ruling a few sessions ago, 

Mr. Smitho took exception to tho rul- 
ing and referred to tho practice of other 
Houaos, It was not auftiojent to give Mr, 
Speaker Trimble as an authority even if 
he had ruled as had been alleged. His 
ruling had been objected to by the 
Attornoy-General when it suited his pur- 
pose to tako a contrary view, and ho only 
now brought it up because the recog- 
nised authorities were all against him. 
Ho (Mr. S.) Raid thoro was no doubt that 
it was held to bo preferable for a Govern- 
ment to introduce a bill of this nature, 
but that a private member on either side 
of tho House had a porfect right to do so 
no ono who understood tho practice would 
gainsay. Tho Government always h.avo 
power to deal with such measures with- 
out ruling them out of order. If a meas- 
ure be a goodi'one ithe Government c^n 



accept it; if bad, they can call up their 
supporters to vote it down and take tho 
responsibility of their action. It was un- 
heard of for a Goveriiment to meet every 
measuro they did not wish to tako tho re- 
sponsibility of voting agains't with a point 
of order. Ho trusted Mr. Speaker' would 
reconsider the matter and allow tho bill 
to go on. 

Sir. Mara quoted from tho records of 
tho Houso to shovv' that similar bills had 
boon allowed before. 

Mi: Ash — Mr. Speaker, you have ruled 
this bill out of order and the evidence 
presented against your ruling appears to 
mo very satisfactory indeed. As tho 
Speaker of this House j'ou are bound to 
produce tho authoritj- which has directed 
your decision. 

Hon. Mr. Walkein referred to other 
rulings since 1874 which ho said the mem- 
ber for Comox know of and which sup- 
ported tho present ruling. 

Dr. Ash — I don't know of any such 
ruling. 

Mr. Mara — I don't know of any.

Mr. Smithe rose to speak.

-A most remarkable accident happened 
last Aveek near Gardner, .Coos County, 
Oregon. Mr. Mary Klinkonbeard, a lady 
aged about 47 yeara and residing at 
Marshfiold, expressed a desiro to seo tho 
ocean, never before having had such an 
experience. Accompanied bj* a number 
of friends she one morning left Gardner 
and crossed the bay tq tho beach. Hav- 
ing secured an elevated position, the par- 
ty stopped and glancing at tho ocean be- 
gan to admire its immensity and majesty, 
Thoy occupied a position upon an im--, 
menso and woatherboaton log of many 
tons weight that rested upon the pebbly 
strand. Mrs. Klinkonbeard was a few 
foet in advance, near tho sea, standing on 
the sand, occasionally interchanging a few 
words with her frionds. Finally sho 
turned and pointing a finger at the angry 
ocean, she said in a jocose way, "Thus far 
slialt thou come, and n<^ farther," These 
wore tho last words sho ever uttored. At 
the instant a gigantic wavo arose, and ap- 
proaching with fearful velocity, under 
mined the sand beneath her feot and 
throw her to the ground. Tho log on 
which her horrified companions stood 
slipped from under their foet and rolled 
down tho beach with irresistible force, 
crushing to a jolly tho body of tho pros- 
trate woman and killing lier instantly. 
The log floated oft' to sea, and tho dis- 
figtired remains of tho unfortunate woman 
were recovered with the utmost difiiculty 
and only by the greatest exertions of the 
witnesses of the terrible cataslrppho. Tlie 
decedent was an excellent lady, who came 
to Oregon in 1840, and reared a family of 
thirteen children. 

A father, after a search of 21 jears, has 
discovered his missing son to be a con- 
vict in the Oregon state prison. 

Tho ice gorge at Hell Gate, above Oeli- 
lo, is reported to be over ton foot thick 
and fivo hundred yards long. Tho only 
thing that will break the ico gorge is a 
rapid rise in tho river. It is now thought 
that it will bo impossible for boats to run 
before some time in March. 

Tho Portland Stamlard montiona tlio 
cose of a lady who apparently died near 
that city on Thursday morning. The fu- 
neral w.as appointed to tako placo on Sat- 
urday. The cofiin was taken into the 
room and placed upon chairs bosido tho 
corpse, and wooping frionds wore stand- 
ing near waiting to placo tho body in its 
rosewood casing, Everj'thing was quiot 
in tho house of death, when suddenly a 
gentle moan broke tho silence, and all 
startled as if shocked by electricity. In 
a fow seconds another moan broke tho 
silence and the blue lips of tho supposed 
corpse parted. The occupants of the room 
were greatly frightened and upon tho 
point of fioeing when tho husband rushed 
to her, tore the cloth from her face to find 
that she was breathing, just breathing, 
and that was all. Tho coHin was hustled 
away, warm blankets, stimulants, etc., in 
endless profusion were soon brought into 
use, and tho sorrow of the household was 
turned to joy by the recovery of tho sup- 
posed dead woman.
